Contribution to Provident Fund.— The Chairperson and Members shall be 
imtitled to make contributions under the Contributory Provident Fund Rules 
i India), 1962, subject to such conditions as are applicable to non-pensionable 
servants of the Central Government.

Accommodation. — The Chairperson and Members shall not be eligible for 
allotment of General Pool residential accommodation. However, they will be 
entitled to draw House Rent Allowance at the rates as are admissible to 
other Central Government officers of equivalent pay.

13. I Other conditions of service. — The conditions of service of Members in 
respept of matters for which no provision is made in these rules shall be the same 
as m^y be for the time being applicable to other such persons of a corresponding 
status.

14. I Interpretation. — If any question arises relating to the interpretation of these 
I rules, the decision of the Central Government shall be final.
